I n a2009 F acebook post, Karin Hou¬ 
sley had some choice words about 
then-First Lady Michelle Obama’s 
posture when she was meetingQueen 
Elizabeth II. 

Housley’s comments started off at mere 
middle-school mean girl levels of disrespect 
“Michelle is soooo far from cool,” wrote 
Housley, then three years from winning a 
state Senate seat representing St Marys 
Point. “Don’t we expect our First Ladies 
to at least stand up straight? And my dear 
sister, know the proper etiquette and DO 
NOT TOUCH THE QUEEN!” 

Later in the thread, things took a bit 
of a turn. 

“I do miss Nancy Reagan,” Housley 
wrote. “Ronald even more. Speaking of 
Bedtime for Bonzo, I think even that chimp 
stood up straighter than Michelle.” She 
would add, perhaps prophetically: “Uh-oh, 
someone is going to make a comment.” 


Comparingblack people to apes is a racist 
trope as old as tropes and racism. Recall 
the case of Roseanne Barr, who tweeted 
that Valerie Jarrett, an advisor to Barack 
Obama, looked like the child of “muslim 
brotherhood & planet of the apes.” 

Barr was promptly dumped as the head¬ 
liner of her sitcom. 

Housley, who’s now running for the 
U.S. Senate, didn’t respond to interview 
requests. But spokesman Jake Schneider 
told the Huffington Post that it was “not 
surprising” that the site was doing Hous¬ 
ley’s opponent Tina Smith’s “dirty work.” 

“This is what the radical left does when 
they are losing—they attack Republicans 
so they don’t have to come up with solu¬ 
tions to the problems Minnesotans are 
facing,” he said. (In fact. Smith owns a 
sizeable lead over Housley in the polls, 
and many people still don’t even know 
who Karin is. Sad!) 


Housley was not done after the Bedtime 
for Bonzo comment. She posted another 
thought saying she wasn’t “picking on” 
the First Lady just because they had their 
political differences. Matter of fact, “fashion 
just might have been the reason” for being 
critical, she wrote. She was responding to 
another comment about the First Lady 
wearing J. Crew instead of “Ann Taylor” 
or “Donna Karan.”

Please Don t Kill Me 

A sobering walk in northeast Minneapolis 


D arkness had just arrived as 
I set out for the co-op on 
Central Avenue in north¬ 
east Minneapolis one recent 
evening. The cold air seems 
good for my head, which feels a little over¬ 
heated these days. 

I passed a heavy-set Latino man walk¬ 
ing a step slower than I on the sidewalk, 
but he caught up to me on the curb at the 
Lowry Avenue intersection. I stared up 
at the street light above us, watched it go 
yellow, then red. A couple seconds passed. 

I took a step off the curb, for some reason 
still looking up at the light. 

‘Wait,” I heard the man say behind me. 
“Stop.” Before I even knew why he’d said 
anything, I froze. And a black sedan blew 
through the intersection at 35 miles an hour, 
a dark missile passing just under my hooded 
eyelids. The blurry object looked a little 
like a mid-2000s Dodge, which was quite 
a coincidence, because there was no way I 
could’ve gotten out of its way. Had I taken 
that next step, the one this kind guardian 
angel instructed me to postpone, I would’ve 
been on the car’s hood. Splat. 

Had I stepped into that crosswalk I’d 
be in a hospital—that is, if I’d lived—and 
this light-runner would be in jail or on the 
lam. I thanked the man who saved my life. 

“These people,” the man said, waving 
his hand in a swinging, circular gesture, 
“they are all crazy.” 

Damn right, sir. I’ve spent a lot of the past 
month on long walks through Northeast. 
On almost every major thoroughfare of 
this quadrant (Broadway, Central, Johnson, 
Lowry, and University), I’ve watched driv¬ 
ers speed, make dangerous lane changes, 
roll through stop signs, look down at their 


phones, and, on a daily basis, blow through 
red lights. Don’t take this personally, but: 
A bunch of you are out here driving like 
selfish, overconfident, homicidal assholes, 
and the net effect of all these dangerous 
decisions is... what? Shaving 180 seconds 
off your commute to happy hour? 

I’ve come close to getting hit ahalf-dozen 
times, and in each near-miss, it was clear it 
was my turn to go. As aff iend’s grandmother 
used to scold: “The morgue is full of people 
who had the right of way.” 

The intersection where I almost got 
plugged out of existence, Lowry and Central, 
was the site of 11 car-pedestrian crashes from 
2007 through 2016, three of them “major,” 
meaning someone suffered serious bodily 
harm. (Let’s assume it wasn’t the driver.) 

It’s sort of hard to accomplish that, hurting 
a human body badly, unless you’re moving 
at a good rate of speed. 

“If they’re driving below 30 [miles an 
hour] and a car hits you, you’re likely to 
break your ankle,” says civic geographer 
and “sidewalk philosopher” Bill Lindeke. “If 
they’re above 30, you’re likely to be killed.” 

And about6,000 American walkers were 
in 2016. That’s a 27 percent increase from 
2007. Meanwhile, all other forms of trans¬ 
portation are getting safer; road deaths fell 
by 14 percent during that same decade. Our 
cars are smarter, safer, and more crash-ready 
than ever. And yet it’s never been a more 
dangerous time to step off a curb. 

Lindeke has his guesses as to why: We’re 
still obsessed with SUVs, which offer victims 
no mercy, plus we can’t stop looking down, 
eyes off the road, seeking directions/restau¬ 
rant menus/texts/tweets/Grindr meet-ups. 

My near-death experience came as no 
surprise to Kevin Reich, who’s represented 


Northeast on the Minneapolis City Council 
for most of this dangerous past decade. 
Reich’s been trying to make streets safer, 
but explained the crazy-making hurdles: 
Minneapolis has almost no control over its 
streets. Outside one stretch of Hennepin 
Avenue, none of the city’s major streets 
belong to it. Lowry Avenue is a county road, 
meaning it’s under Hennepin’s guardian¬ 
ship. And Central? That’s technically a 
state highway, a long stretch of 65 that just 
happens to slice through foot-traffic-heavy 
neighborhoods where people stumble out 
of breweries and teach their kids how to 
ride a bike. 

To fix that intersection, Reich would 
need Hennepin County and the Minnesota 
Department of Transportation to take out 
their wallets. (So far: not interested.) 

Reich is proud of his artsy, creative, entre¬ 
preneurial little comer of Minneapolis. He 
knows a lot of these people. Admires them. 
Worries about them getting home safely. 

“It’s not even a matter of, ‘Do we want 
to attract urban millennials who want to 
live and get around in a walkable, bikeable 
neighborhood,”’ he says. “They’re already 
here. It’s not amatter of, ‘What ifwe’re going 
to grow bigger, and denser?’ We already are.” 

Not long ago, Minneapolis Police ran a 
traffic sting on Johnson Street, cracking 
down on speeders. Cops handed out 150 
tickets in a matter of days. If any of those 
drivers learned a lesson, they’re not show¬ 
ing it. Not in treating University Avenue 
like a drag race where every competitor 
must, by rule, be holding a 24-ounce cup 
of Caribou Coffee at all times. 

Both Minneapolis and St. Paul have 
signed up for “Vision Zero,” a national 
program aimed at “eliminating fatalities

and severe injuries” to bikers and walkers. 
City bureaucrats and engineers are study¬ 
ing our poorly drawn, horrifically outdated 
curbs and crosswalks, and trying to figure 
out how to help people get to the other side. 

But Vision Zero also starts with a pledge, 
one calling on drivers to “Slow down while 
driving and be alert to people walking and 
bicycling,” among other edicts. 

I’ll add another: Running late? Just show 
up late. (Don’t you dare grab your phone to 
text “mnninglate.”) Say you’re sorry when 
you walk in. Let whomever you’re meet¬ 
ing roll their eyes. Know that you might’ve 
spared a life. 

And a vulnerable one, at that: Lindeke’s 
research into who’s getting hit by cars sug¬ 
gests victims are overwhelmingly likely to 
be poor, a person of color, a woman, elderly, 
or disabled. Those are the people mov¬ 
ing through the city without cars—often 
because they can’t afford one. 

“They’re just trying to get around,” 
Lindeke says. “There’s an equity angle to 
it. But then again, everyone’s vulnerable. 
Hey, even Mike Mullen can get killed out 
there.”

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R emember ‘Women in Rock”? 

Music magazines (remem¬ 
ber music magazines?) used 
to regularly run issues spot¬ 
lighting a handful of female 
musicians, either champion¬ 
ing them as brave outliers 
against a male-dominated 
industry or celebrating their supposed victory 
over the dudes. 

Such features are mostly out of fashion now, 
for good reason. As plenty of critics (usually but 
not always female) have put it, “woman” is not a 
genre. An exercise meant to boost the profile of 
worthy artists wound up separating them into a 
ghetto. But more to the point, across the country, 
many of the best young underground rock bands 
are now, if not entirely female, driven by women 
singers and songwriters. A trend has finally become 
a transformation. It’s no longer news. 


No surprise, then, that when City Pages asked 
a whole bunch of people who pay a whole lot 
of attention to Twin Cities music to list their 
favorite up-and-comers, as we have for 28 con¬ 
secutive years now, the results would reflect 
this new gender-balanced status quo. Both 
first-place Picked to Click finisher Gully Boys 
and runners-up Scrunchies have all-female 
lineups, and that fact feels neither remarkable 
nor insignificant. 

What’s more, the increased acceptance and 
embrace of gender fluidity makes breaking down 
the other finishers along a male-female binary 
feel foolish. There are women. There are men. 
There are musicians who identify as neither. 

When City Pages held its first Picked to Click 
poll in 1991, no one could have anticipated such 
a local music landscape. And no one could have 
anticipated Gully Boys either—the oldest band 
member wouldn’t be born for another four years.

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1. GULLY BOYS

t’s like the Gully Boys haven’t seen 
each other in years. 

Backstage at Icehouse, after an 
opening set for Tiny Deaths on one of this 
damp sham of an autumn’s many grim nights 
of drizzle, guitarist Kathy (and/or Ka3l:ee) 
Callahan, drummer Nadir ah McGill, and 
bassist Natalie Klemond have enough to 
say to make any planned interview ques¬ 
tions moot. 

The conversation darts from whether 
feats of athletic prowess might enliven their 
show C'every time you mess up, just do a 
backflip,” McGill suggests) to concerns that 
some of their debut album. Not So Brave, 
sounds too much like Lindsay Lohan’s 
band from Freaky Friday (‘'which is not 
bad,” Callahan clarifies, “but it’s not what 
we want to sound like”) to how an out¬ 
break of whooping cough in Wisconsin 
caused Kaytee to sometimes (usually?) get 
called Kathy now (I’m... still unclear on the 
details) to a survey of the post-trial/pre- 
prison career of O.J. Simpson (“Did you 
know he did a show very similar to Funk’d,” 
Klemond asks, “and he would make jokes 
about murder?”) that leads to the band 
deciding to impulsively label their music 
“Funk’d rock” because why not? 

Here’s the thing; These three have barely 
gone a week without seeingeach other. And

before that they’d been crammed together 
in a minivan on the road for weeks touring, 
listening to the Black Eyed Peas on repeat. 
(“Nothing amps you up like Tump It,”’ 
Klemond insists.) You’d think they might 
enjoy some time apart. 

But for the three-headed rock organism 
that is Gully Boys, what some bands might 
think of as a vacation feels like a forced 
separation. Reunited, they froth with the 
excitement of forming a gang; they refer 
to themselves as “brothers” and call each 
other “mom.” They’ve each got “GB” tat¬ 
tooed within a heart, and they bond over 
rituals at each show: “A shot of tequila 
before. And a celebratory shot after.” In 
fact, if the right bartender happens to be 
working that night, you can ask for a Gully 
Boy at Mortimer’s and you’ll get a tequila 
with a pineapple back. 

So tonight’s last-minute equipment cri¬ 
sis was nothing they couldn’t weather 
together. 

“I don’t really know how to use guitars, I 
gotta be honest,” Callahan admits. “I don’t 
know how they work. I don’t get the tone 
knobs or whatever. And then I found this 
sweet spot in practice the other day and we 
had to take a picture of it. I was like ‘Nadi, 
what number is this at? I can’t tell.’ And I 
was so excited to try it out onstage—and then 
my fucking E string breaks.” She wonders 
what she would have done if there hadn’t 
be a loaner available. 

“You would’ve sung your guitar part,” 
Klemond suggests.

“1 use a lot of E string,” Callahan says 
earnestly. 

It’s refreshing how frank the Gully Boys 
are about their rockers-in-training status, 
and if s a conscious choice to be that upfront. 
“As women, there’s this huge pressure to 
be better than all the men,” Callahan says. 
“But I don’t want to pretend that we know 
what we’re doing all the time.” 

“In Austin, some dude was like, ‘How 
long have you been playing your instru¬ 
ments?”’ McGill says. “I told him. Well, 
we’ve been a band for two years... so, two 
years.’ He was like ‘Thaf s so punk!’ and I 
was like ‘Uh, sure.’” 

‘We’re not punk,” each band member 
adds, in a staggered chorus. 

But if all this proud talk of amateurism 
leads you expect a chaotic shambles onstage, 
the band’s taut “pop structures” (as Cal¬ 
lahan calls them), with their memorable 
forthright choruses and jigsaw-interlocked 
rhythms, will clear things up pretty quickly. 
McGill’s a classically trained singer, and 
Klemond’s foremost a pianist, so they get 
how songs work, and translate that knowl¬ 
edge to their new instruments—the former 
produces a little extra cymbal action when 
the arrangement gets spare; Klemond’s 
bass adds melodic flourishes when the 
guitar grows noisy. And Callahan is a hell 
of a singer with an innate sense of how to 
make the solo she’s plucked out on her (or 
someone else’s) beloved E stringmemorable. 

A three-gig-a-week schedule will tighten 
a band up that way, though the Gully Boys 


are tryingto cutback on live shows. They’re 
working on their first music video and want 
to write some new songs, which is tricky 
given their work and school schedules. 
But if time is a problem, they say, ideas 
aren’t. Callahan brings them in; Klemond 
and McGill shape them. 

“Sometimes if s just a riff, and I’m like, ‘I 
stole this from a Mariah Carey song,please 
can we use it?”’ Callahan says. 

“She says she stole this and you listen 
and that means it’s like, in the same key,” 
McGill explains. 

“You listen to a lot of R&B...” Klemond 
says to Callahan. 

“And I translate it into punk music.” 
Callahan pauses, corrects herself “Funk’d 
music.” 


2. SCRUNCHIES

S crunchies are many things: raucous 
punk rockers, impassioned femi¬ 
nists, music scene veterans. And if 
you didn’t know better you’d think they 
emerged, fully formed, as some sort of 
mythical boss-group with a full live set 
and an album. Stunner, ready to go only 
a few short months ago. 

But the Scrunchies story starts back in 
2017, as guitarist Laura Larson’s brainchild, 
an outlet for more straightforward punk 
than she plays with her other band, the 



This activity is made possible by the voters of 
Minnesota through a Minnesota State Arts Board 
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much-lauded Kitten Forever. “1 love Kitten 
Forever,” she says. ‘‘But I also wanted to 
do something where I had the full creative 
vision of what I wanted the band to look 
like—musically, conceptually, creatively.” 

Larson roped in drummer Danielle 
Cusack of Bruise Violet, bassist Bree Meyer 
of Double Grave, and guitarist Stephanie 
Jo Murck of Tony Peachka, and the four 
spent the better part of 2017 practicing 
and recording an album—without telling 
anyone what they were doing. (Murck 
stepped away recently, and Larson’s old 
friend Angie Lynch has filled in some 
on guitar.) 

As women in a band, Scrunchies have 
to put up with stupid crap. Sometimes it’s 
pure old-fashioned dirtbag objectification. 
But sometimes, according to Cusack, it’s 
about the burden of unachievable expec¬ 
tations. 

“I think the label of the ‘strong badass 
rock woman’ is a double-edged sword,” 
she says. “Because of course I wanna be 
seen as tough and cool, but also, it can be 
damaging in the instance of people really 
trying to take advantage of that or make 
it more into a fetish and unachievable 
expectation.” 

“I don’t give a fuck what that guy wants 
to think I am, because I’m not writing 
music for him,” Larson says. “I’m writ¬ 
ing music for 15-year-old girls, for people 
who feel like they don’t have a space in 
the dominant culture.” 

But another burden, Larson says, is that 
it’s exclusively female musicians who are 
asked to address feminist issues in inter¬ 
views. “I’m not saying don’t ask us,” she 
says. “I’m saying why doesn’t anyone ask 
4onthefloor what they think about femi¬ 
nism in the mainstream or the Minneapolis 
music scene? Women end up taking a lot 
of the brunt of answering for these issues 
and that puts us in an extremely vulner¬ 
able position.” 

So what advice would Scrunchies give 
aspiringrock and rollers? I put my daughter 
Chuck on the phone to ask—annoying her 


to no end. The band, though, is game to 
help a 10-year-old out. 

“Learn about ever 5 Thing you’re playing 
with, what you think sounds good, and 
as long as you’re having fun with your 
friends, that’s the most important part.” 
says Larson. “That’s why I do it,” 

Adds Meyer, “It’s okay to be a nerd.” 


3. THE BAD MAN

he spirt of punk is alive and well 
in the Bad Man. 

The Minneapolis group formed 
when guitarist Patrick Davis returned from 
a European vacation and made a home 
in the living room closet of vocalist Peter 
Memorich. They wrote their first song 
together, “Staring at Your Telephone,” a 
short time later, and recorded their debut 
full-length. Amt Clean, in March 2017. 

The Bad Man has kept that momen¬ 
tum going with a new album. Laughing 
With Bad Teeth, which will be released 
on October 27 with a show at the Entry. 
The band’s prolific output is driven in part 
by an urgency born of time constraints. 

“We get two days to write a week,” 
says Memorich. “Pat will come in and 
play whatever he wants. A lot of what we 
come up with comes from whatever kind 
of guitarist Pat wants to be that week. 
If Pat wants to dance, we put a circus 
tent on it.” 

The new record was recorded at the 
Terrarium by Rob Oesterlin. “David 
Melek, Rob Oesterlin [producers], and 
Ryan Rusch [engineer] taught us how to 
do it,” Memorich says. “They are in this 
album just as much as we are. They were 
alongside while we wrote all these songs 
standing at the microphone, because I 
didn’t write them the night before.” 

And if the band members are quick to 
credit their collaborators, they’re not shy 
about crediting their influences either. 


“That whole label of us being a ska-punk 
band probably comes from my heavy influ¬ 
ence from the Clash,” says Memorich, 
though the Bad Man augment their punk 
roots with robust horn flourishes led by 
Ben Hintz’s saxophone. And their lyrics 
address modern concerns like the struggle 
to make a living while finding time to party 
on beaches, bars, and in dance clubs, as 
well as locals-only references like “Wally 
the Beer Man.” 

The Bad Man’s songs are all honed live; 
the frenetic, high-energy sound you hear 
on their two albums has been worked 
out on stage. “It’s always been about the 
live show, and we’ve put that into the two 
albums,” says Memorich. “If you can see 
us live, it’s worth the cover charge.” 

Given their fierce shows, it’s no surprise 
that the Bad Man also draw inspiration 
from a local band who once set stages 
alight. “I would go see the Goondas every 
time they played,” says Memorich. “I would 
sit and watch those guys live, and always 
said to myself Minneapolis needed a wild 
frontman like Brenden Green. 

“And if he wasn’t going to do it, I was.” 


4. DUA SALEH

t happened all way too quickly,” 
I says singer Dua Saleh, reflecting 
on their newfound prominence in 
the Twin Cities music and arts community. 
“I wasn’t prepared. There are people who 
come up to me and they’re like, ‘Are you 
Dua?’ It seems like it’s a joke. I feel like 
everybody’s in on the joke.” 

Saleh (who uses they/them pronouns) 
was born in Sudan, but the 23-year-old 
mostly grew up in St. Paul’s Rondo neigh¬ 
borhood and graduated from Augsburg 
last year. A multidisciplinary talent, Saleh 
has found precocious success as a poet; a 
Button Poetry Live performance of their 
“Pins and Needles” recently surpassed 


100,000 views on YouTube. They also 
act, starring in the Twin Cities-based 20% 
Theatre Company’s upcomingpresentation 
of the queer drama Waafrika 123, which 
debuts at Minneapolis’ Minnsky Theatre 
in November. 

Saleh’s music career has gotten off to an 
equally fast start. Soon after its premiere 
on the Current in spring 2017, their debut 
single, “First Take,” accumulated impres¬ 
sive stats online. Paid shows, another 
single (“Kickflip”), and a collaboration 
with acclaimed Florida underground rap¬ 
per Chester Watson (“Void Interlude”) 
would follow. 

“I live and breathe it,” says Saleh of 
music. “I think about music all the time. 
I’m always listening to music. I’m always 
creating or writing lyrics of some sort.” 

Saleh has already found a go-to pro¬ 
ducer in Psymun, who was essential to 
the rise of his fellow members in Twin 
Cities collective Thestand4rd (Allan King¬ 
dom, Corbin, and Bobby Raps) and who 
recently co-produced Atlanta rappers 
Young Thug, Lil Baby, and Gunna’s street 
hit “Chanel (Go Get It).” Saleh also made 
a guest appearance during Psymun’s set 
at the Eaux Claires festival last summer. 

Saleh and Psymun have released just 
one official single together so far (though 
they’ve previewed a few other collabora¬ 
tions to City Pages). But the fluid, spon¬ 
taneous avant-pop performances Saleh 
delivers over Psymun’s experimental 
electronic tracks suggest that they’re 
already flowing with ideas even while 
they’re still finding their vocal style. 

While Saleh has been busy record¬ 
ing, they aren’t rushing anything. “I cre¬ 
ate music not thinking about releasing 
it, necessarily,” says Saleh. “So I have 
a lot of fuckin’ songs. It’s just figuring 
out what songs resonate the best with 
people.” They’re aiming to drop their 
yet-untitled, Psymun-produced EP later 
this fall—and for anyone thinking Saleh’s 
rise won’t continue with its release, the 
joke is on them. 
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5. STATIC PANIC

here’s more than a little Prince to 
what Static Panic does. 

The six synthy tracks that make 
up the group’s 2018 debut EP, Chrome, meld 
Eink and soul and R&B with addictive dance- 
ability and bear names—‘TluidFunl^ Butter 
Sweet,” “The Crazy Thing”—that could’ve 
titledLovese:^ B-sides. Members Ro Loren- 
zen (vocals and production), Keston Wright 
(guitar and vocals), and Eli Kapell (drums) 
are allborn-and-bred Minnesotans. Loren- 
zen’s lusty falsetto lurches over ’80s pop 
choruses; Wright’s soaring solos sound at 
times as though they’ve exploded from a 
certain gl 5 ^h-shaped guitar. 

Odd, then, that in a city so enamored 
with the Purple One, the trio spent years 
feeling that they didn’t fit in. They were 
combining too many styles, trying too many 
things, not punk-rock or pure-pop enough. 
“For a long time, I was worried about being 
too stand-out in the Minneapolis scene 
when it comes to our work,” Lorenzen 


says. “And I think, honestly, I didn’t really 
see the stand-out-ish-ness as a benefit.” 

To be clear: It is, absolutely, to their 
benefit. And ours. The groove underlying 
these sensual anthems of sex-positivity and 
self-discovery begs the body to translate it 
into physical motion, to get up and dance 
(or at least tap a polite Minnesotan toe on 
the bus). Chrome is relatable in every pos¬ 
sible sense—Lorenzen, who is genderfluid, 
doesn’t use gendered pronouns through¬ 
out the EP, so the listener can apply this 
music to whatever masculine, feminine, 
or an 3 rwhere-in-that-spectrum relation¬ 
ship feels right. 

Soon, these songs could be made physi¬ 
cal in a very intentional way: Lorenzen 
wants to work with local choreographers 
in New Black City to introduce a dance 
component. “I think one thing that has 
been really big for us is not only putting 
on a show, but also sharing an experience 
and making it very visceral, having that 
visual element of something you don’t see 
a lot when you go to see a show or a band,” 
Lorenzen says. “We want people to say, 
not have you heard Static Panic, but have 
you seen Static Panic.” 
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Static Panic have since come to view their 
differences as a good thing, and, especially 
following a pivotal performance at queer 
dance night Daddy earlier this year, so has a 
community they once felt apart from. Just 
this past week, they’ve opened for Twin 
Shadow and appeared alongside the Hold 
Steady at SurlyFest They’re workingtoward 
another EP, and this one will have live drums 
and horns. Lorenzen queues up a track- 
in-progress, tentatively titled “SMS,” and 
slides their phone across the table. 

The harmonies shouldn’t make sense—too 
angular for R&B, not pop enough—and the 
chord progression isn’t what you’d intuit. 
It’s a song, in some ways, about fucking 
up, texting someone you shouldn’t, being 
“back on your bullshit,” Lorenzen laughs. 

But you’ll definitely want to dance to it. 


6. BATHTUB CIG

B athtub Cig was born out of depres¬ 
sion, but the band’s music is hardly 
a downer. 

The bedroom-pop group’s debut EP, 
Old Light, which dropped in June on New 
York’s Sad Cactus label, brims with earnest, 
reflective lyrics and sunny instrumentation. 
It’s a sound that contrasts starkly with the 
soul-wearying isolation of depression. 
And that was intentional. 

“I don’t want to completely bum people 
out with slow, dark songs and melancholy 
lyrics,” says singer-songwriter Hilary 
James. “Being alive is strange and sad 
and wild and wonderful and heartbreak¬ 
ing and beautiful all at the same time, so 
why not try to write music that attempts 
to capture that?” 

James began writing songs for what 
would become Bathtub Cig 
during a period she felt “crazy 
depressed” in 2017. Her friend 
and fellow musician Brent Col¬ 
bert (guitar/harmony vocals) 
saw her keyboard out one day 
and asked if she’d been writing 
songs. She played one for him, 
and his supportive response 
“was the first moment when 
I was like, ‘Maybe this isn’t 
horrible,”’ James recalls. She 
brought on drummer Jordan 
Bleau and bassist Adelyn Strei 
to round out the band. 

Writing the five “painfully, 
embarrassingly honest” songs 
on Old Light—shout mental 
health, self-doubt, self-loath¬ 
ing, and “fumbling through 
relationships”—proved cathar¬ 
tic for James. 

“For me, this project is the 
most vulnerable Fve ever been 
in my life,” she says. “I’ve 
always had a really hard time 


owning that I have feelings at all, besides, 
like, T’m fine all the time,’ which is obvi¬ 
ously not super healthy.” 

James knew she wanted to make music 
since age 3, when her mother took her to 
see Cats. She dreamed of being an opera 
singer but realized at age 12 that she didn’t 
have the chops. Instead she took up the 
cello, and by college realized she could do 
more with music than play in orchestra. 
James is now a member of five bands, 
including orchestral indie-rock band We 
are the Willows and surf-punk sister act 
Fiji-13. 

“I never had a band where it was like, 
‘These are my secret feelings,”’ she says. 
“I never thought that I could write songs 
that weren’t just complete garbage. But 
there was something inside of me that 
was like, ‘I need to write these songs.’” 

Bathtub Cig’s members, who all live 
together, just started recording a full-length 
album, but because of their various tour¬ 
ing schedules, it won’t be out until 2019. 

For now, James hopes her music will 
contribute to the current societal conver¬ 
sation on mental health. “I don’t think 
I’m a very brave person but I think this 
is one thing I can do,” she says. “Even 
if only one person hears the songs, my 
hope is to let people know that they’re 
not alone.” 


7. MINA MOORE

That’s back when the Twin Cities native 
was part of the Sugar Divas, an all-girl 
rock band she co-founded in the niid-’90s. 

‘T think it was ‘girl power’ before that 
term was heavily marketed,” says Moore. 
“Though I don’t know how intentional 
our feminism was.” 

Then, as the Divas split while depart¬ 
ing for college, Moore stopped singing. 
For years. 

Raised by two deeply cultured and 
politically charged academic parents, the 
one-time theater kid dabbled in photog¬ 
raphy as she bounced between colleges, 
struggled with depression, and endured 
“a disaster of a relationship.” 

Eventually, though, music pulled her 
back into its orbit. 

Around 2011, Moore joined local rocker 
Al Church in the experimental electro-pop 
act Dear Data. That’s when her rolodex of 
collaborators and friends began ballooning. 

“I’ve done a fantastic job of surrounding 
myself with such great musicians—all these 
branches, I’m kinda weaving in and out of 
ever5^1ace,” Moore says, name-checking 
GRRRL PRTY rapper Manchita, who’s also 
her best friend, and bassist-about-town 
Casey O’Brien. In 2013, Moore received 
a text message from Caroline Smith: an 
invitation to join her touring band. 

“I really studied Caroline as an artist, 
entrepreneur, and as a woman,” Moore 
says of her three years on the road with 
Smith. “I learned so much—how to run 
shit.” 

Getting fired from a profitable restaurant 
job earlier this year sparked something 
in Moore: “I’d never given a solo career 
a fair chance; I was like, ‘Take yourself 
seriously, Mina!”’ 

Her debut EP, Amongst Ourselves, 
dropped in September. On it, Moore’s 
effortlessly smooth and emotive vocals 
glide over jazzy, lightly funk-spiked neo¬ 
soul arrangements. Strongly inspired by 
D’Angelo, the 11 tracks are punchy and 
polished. They’re also years old, Moore 


laments, and emotionally guarded. She says 
she’s already over the project, and plans 
to knock that lyrical obliqueness “down 
with a bulldozer” on the next release. 

First, Moore gets to wrap up a success¬ 
ful run of tribute shows at the Dakota 
Jazz Club, where she’s been performing 
Amy Winehouse’s Back in Black with a 
diversely curated backing band. Seizing 
the spotlight, she makes sure to pepper 
her stage banter with messages of social 
justice and civil rights. 

Two decades removed her Sugar Diva 
days, Moore says she’s feeling genuine 
momentum again. 

“When I say that all chips are in, totally,” 
Moore says. “But if it doesn’t work out as 
an R&B singer, that’s OK. Having a creative 
career is what’s most important to me—I 
can tell a story a million different ways.” 


8. HUMBIRD (He)

S iri Undlin’s wandering feet have 
taken her all over the world, but the 
singer, who performs as Humbird, 
still finds herself coming back to Min¬ 
neapolis to rest. 

“I’m sure I’ll setde down one day,” Undlin 
says from Poulsbo, Washington, having 
recently completed a train tour that took her 
from Portland, Maine to Portland, Oregon. 
“I know once you settle down, it’s hard to 
pick up and move again. When I’m home, 
I love to garden and cook and do boring 
domestic things, so it balances out.” 

Undlin, an occasional City Pages con¬ 
tributor, played Celtic songs in pubs with 
friends as a teenager, but it wasn’t until 
she met up with Dexter Wolfe in 2014 
that she got serious about music. The two 
formed Undlin and Wolfe, an alternative 
folk duo that allowed Undlin to stretch 
her writing muscles. But like a pair of 
shoes you eventually outgrow, the duo 
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EMILY CAPPER 


soon evolved out of their project. Wolfe 
opened a recording studio; Undlin became 
Humbird. 

A grant to study fairy tales and music 
in northern Europe started Undlin on a 
journey through 20 countries and five 
continents in the span of a year. Her travels 
in Ireland provided the primary inspira¬ 
tion for the paired EPs she released last 
summer, Where Else and Elsewhere. “I 
studied mostly by listening when I was 
there,” she says. “I ended up playing a lot 
and spending time in pubs. I interviewed 
a lot of folks and learned how their songs 
connected to their family history.” 

Undlin’s peripatetic aesthetic makes 
for rewarding experiences, but also chal¬ 
lenging ones. This past January, during an 
East Coast tour, Undlin soldiered through 
multiple blizzards. ‘T was in this Jetta with 
a trunk that didn’t shut and the windshield 
wipers didn’t work,” she recalls. “At the 
time, it was the stupidest idea; I was on 
the verge of tears every time it snowed, 
but it was a great tour in the end.” 

The stories Undlin has collected during 
her travels allow her to create songs that 
creep with a nimble lightness. And with 
their sentiments of love, loss, and dusty 
happiness, her tunes affirm the simple 
truth that every moment is worth savoring. 
“My favorite place depends on the day 
and my mood,” she says. “I crave differ¬ 
ent things on different days. My favorite 
place is always where I am.” 


8. IE (tie)

R itual soundscapes, atmospheric 
mysticism, elemental drone—none 
of these phrases quite captures the 
sound of Minneapolis band IE. Listening 
to their debut album. Pome (released in 


July by Moon Glyph), feels like dialing 
into the collective unconscious. Synth 
frequencies shimmer beneath meditative 
drums, pulsing bass, organ riffs, and the 
occasional flourish of female vocals. The 
effect is a psychedelic wash from another 
planet that, in the words of keyboardist 
Michael Gallope, evokes “landscapes with 
strange shapes on the horizon.” 

Formed in 2016, IE’s lineup gradu¬ 
ally evolved into its current five-piece 
ensemble, which combines sax, bass, guitar, 
synth, drums, and organs to create their 
transportive sound. The name IE (pro¬ 
nounced “eee”) comes from the Andean 
word for the smoke at the origin of the 
universe. However, the origin story of IE 
has more to do with chlorinated steam 
than ritual smoke: They credit an eight- 
person hot tub installed in their practice 
space last year with pushing their sound 
into its current, hazy vibe. 

IE’s collective songwriting approach 
might be the source of their music’s cultish 
energy. “Usually songs start as extended 
jams around one idea,” says S 5 mth player/ 
guitarist Travis Workman. After teasing 
out different iterations of new songs, the 
band peels away layers of sound to find 
its core. “Sometimes you only need one 
great thing to fill six or seven minutes,” 
says Gallope. 

At their live shows, IE translate their 
meditative practice sessions to activate 
larger rooms. “It erases a lot of the chat¬ 
ter,” says drummer Meredith Gill, aptly 
describing their album’s effect. Gallope 
adds, “If you can do almost nothing for 8 
or 10 minutes and people are still engaged, 
it’s like you’re bending time.” 

If all this ritual talk sounds a bit heady, 
the members if IE aren’t taking them¬ 
selves too seriously. They’re inspired by 
the sounds of their everyday lives, laugh¬ 
ing as they give due credit to appliances 
like a Nespresso machine that hums a

“It’s not like we put on 
costumes and profess faith to a specific 
religion/’ says Gallope. “We find ritual in 
whatever’s around.” 

Pome generated substantial interest 
despite its limited cassette-tape release, 
and IE is already hard at work on the next 
album, which will turn up the volume and 
more prominently showcase vocals from 
members Crystal Myslajek and Mariel 
Oliveira. In the meantime, you can see them 
live at the Eagles Club on November 20. 


8. TONGUE PARTY (tie)

"W^J^Te don’t listen to music 
on the road,” says Dan 
w w Garrison. “We listen to 
the van.” He and his bandmates begin 
imitating the noises their touring vehicle 
makes as it struggles and lurches from 
one show to the next. 

If the sound of a dying tour van isn’t 
brutal enough for you, try Tongue Party’s 
first full-length album. Looking for a Pain¬ 
ful Death. Released in May, it’s a 20-odd 
minute demolition of fast-paced, noise- 
punk mini-implosions. Only one of the nine 
songs exceeds three minutes, and each is 
a dense capsule of shape-shifting tempos, 
sneakily melodic singing and chord pro¬ 
gressions, and whaling riffs giving way 
to pounding power hacks. 

“It’s pretty dense,” says drummer Bran¬ 
don Hile. “Any more than20,25 minutes of 
that might be a bit much.” Their live per¬ 
formances are just as intense and abrupt. 

Tongue Party—most of Tongue Party, 
anyway—has gathered in the band’s record¬ 
ing space. The skinny, scruffy-chinned 
brothers Hile—Brandon and guitarist 


Adam, both of whom sing—are layered 
in shirt and sweatshirt, both wearing 
hats. “Band dad” Garrison, who handles 
merch and drives, wears a black T-shirt 
that matches the dark tattoos sprawling 
along his arms. Bassist Prescott Laack is 
elsewhere—“probably sleeping.” 

The band formed around three years 
ago, after the Hiles moved to Minneapolis 
from River Falls and also moved away 
from prog-rock to punk. They recorded 
a self-titled EP in 2015, and took it on 
the road. The tour was full of great gigs 
and horrendous vehicle luck: Brandon 
shudders while recalling nights of sleep¬ 
ing mountainside on random stretches of 
desolate West Virginia road, while Garrison 
shakes off memories of being stranded in 
rural Indiana for hours. 

Looking for a Painful Death was drawn 
from these broke-boy experiences scutding 
across the rural Midwest and beyond. 
These are songs of service-industry work¬ 
ers filled with the rage of being disregarded 
and abused by nasty customers. They even 
kept a customer complaint email pinned 
to their studio wall for inspiration. 

‘We’re expected to participate in soci¬ 
ety, but we are not people to you,” says 
Garrison of the experience. 

Or, as the band puts it in “Service 
Please”: “What can I get for you/While 
I rip my fucking eyes out?/Listen man, I 
understand/You’re better than me, you’re 
better than me.” Call it a quick scream 
out the window into miles of gridlock, 
with no time for subtext. “Straight and 
to the point,” says Adam. “There’s no 
wondering.” 

Tongue Party just finished a Painful 
Death tour this fall, and now they’re work¬ 
ing on their next project, which they plan 
to release next year, followed by another 
tour. If all goes well, they’ll still be travel¬ 
ing in the same van. 03

Popol Vuh and the rise of a Mexican culinary star

n the Popol Vuh origin story of the 
ancient K’iche’ Mayans, a pair of 
Hero Twins defeat Death, avenge 
their father, and ascend into heaven 
to become the Sun and the Moon. 

Wedged in the crooked elbow of Quincy 
Street in northeast Minneapolis, the twin 
kitchens of Centro and Popol Vuh are part 
of another origin story: the tale of how an 
industry powered by the kitchen labor of 
Latinx immigrants gave way to a firmament 
of Latinx culinary stars. 

Or so we hope. Chef Jose Alarcon, a 
native of Mexico, gives us reason to dream. 
Formerly of L 3 m 65 in Richfield, the chef 
now helms a stunning sun-and-moon pair 
of restaurants: the brightly colored, quick- 
service taco bar Centro, next to the dusky, 
slower-paced Popol Vuh. Along with Jami 
Olson, another veteran of Lyn 65 and an 
exceptional bartender in her own right, 
Alarcon delivers fun, cheap, and casual 
eats on the one side, balanced by thought¬ 
ful, upscale Mexican dining on the other. 

Centro is a festive, open space, with a 
horseshoe bar as its focal point. The entire 
menu is available at that bar, but you may 
also place your order at the front counter 
and grab a seat at one of the many flanking 
tables. In either case, the cocktail menu 
should be considered first. Olson’s handi¬ 
work—including the Electric Bunny, a neon 
Caipirinha with prickly pear; the inventive 
White Dagger with rum, lime, and tart coco¬ 
nut yogurt; and the blossom-pink guava and 
kombucha slushy—is a powerful draw all 
on its own. Set them next to a tray of $3-$5 
tacos with peppery braised beef cheeks or 
cured cactus or crispy fish with guajillo aioli, 
and you might well wonder why anyone 
would bother dining an 5 rwhere else. 

Easy there, taco-fiends, you’ll And more 
to savor in this world. A jaunt down a small 
hallway to Popol Vuh offers proof. 

The two restaurants share a building, a 
main entrance, and bathrooms, but take just 
a few steps to the right of Centro and the 
space transforms from pla 3 Tul, first-date 
casual to moody romance. Original brick¬ 
work from the building’s early days as an 
adhesives factory lends a rustic feel; the low 
lighting signals a shift to something more 
serious; the wood-fired oven glinting from 
the open kitchen casts a welcoming glow. 
And in that kitchen, the compact maestro 
Alarcon is pulling all the strings, managing 
the steady flow of prix fixe courses and 
shareable plates. 

The four-course tasting menu ($45) is a 
fuss-free way to get a feel for Popol Vuh’s

ethos. The dishes change seasonally, and 
recently comprised a jicama and beet salad; 
a steak tartare served atop a fresh, thick 
cornmeal tortilla; a Arm hunk of opah 
fish in a pool of vegan guajillo mole; and 
an expert came asada with tender flank 
steak and a rich chile jus. Aside from the 
fairly middling salad, each plate was a 
showcase for Alarcon’s technical skill and 
perspective, from the clever preparation 
of the tartare to the surprising depth of 
the vegan mole. 

The broader menu widens the frame 
on this snapshot, with a variety of share¬ 
able dishes that could easily be hoarded 
for one’s singular pleasure. (Take hold of 
the came asada and tell everyone to get 
lost.) From the Aperitivo (appetizers) and 
Para La Barra (from the bar) portions of 


the menu, we cooed over the sculptural 
ceviche, a cylindrical mound of marinated 
Ash topped with a crispy tostada you can 
crack like the surface of a creme brulee. 
The Spanish-inspired octopus with aioli, 
chorizo-like sausage, and potatoes was 
incredibly flavorful and tender, which only 
made the drab and chewy tortilla seem 
more out of place. Oysters dressed with 
huitlacoche crema and corn salsa were 
a treat, even—or perhaps especially—for 
those who aren’t oyster fanatics; the accou¬ 
trements make for a quick burst of flavor, 
without any metallic brine. 

As deftly as Alarcon handles the meats 
and seafood he serves, he’s equally attentive 
to vegetables and the various sauces they 
can render. Remember that vegan mole? 
It layers flavors of pepper and tomatillo 
with such grace that you will ask a second 
time, as we did: ‘‘Did you say it’s vegan?” 

It is, and along with it, a number of other 
vegetarian dishes signal a genuine commit¬ 
ment to the herbivores amongus, including 


an elegant arroz cremoso, a silky risotto with 
mushrooms and a poached egg. Brown but¬ 
ter carrots with crema and a dish of roasted 
broccoli with garlicky bread crumbs are 
equally worthy, as part of the main feast for 
vegetarians or as sides for the carnivores. 
And yet, it was the esquites—essentially 
creamy, cheesy elote removed from the com 
cob—and the simple but mouth-watering 
tlayuda that stole our hearts. The tla 3 aida, 
a mini tostada with refried beans, cheese, 
tomatoes, and salsa verde, checked all the 
boxes for cmnchy, salty, creamy, and tangy. 
It’s ever54hing we’ve ever begged a Taco 
Bell “Mexican pizza” to be in the lonely 
hours after midnight. 

The cocktails at Popol Vuh are nearly 
flawless, though entirely different from 
the goings-on next door. Trade the loud 
colors of Centro’s Electric Bunny for the 
Norte y Sur or the La Playa Verde, each 
vegetal and complex, but bright and easy 
to sip. The Cof & Co is the quintessential 
dessert drink: creamy, coconutty, and sweet 
but not overly so. The Morelos Sour was 
one of the smoothest drinks we’ve had in 
town, so carefully balanced in acid and heat 
and sugar that we couldn’t stop marveling 
at its simple perfection. 

All too often the mark of a partially fledged 
restaurant is the desserts. Does the effort 
peter out by the Anal course? Not here. The 
menu is brief—a chocolate mousse, a panna 
cotta, and an arroz con leche—with each 
item afforded attention and presentation 
befitting a Anal impression. Look no further 
than the chocolate mousse for an example of 
Alarcon’s genius: Whipped dark chocolate 
is suspended between tart blueberries on 
top and an epazote herbal cream at the base. 
Each bite is a satiny spoonful of herbaceous, 
bitter, sweet, and sour perfection. 

“Everything he does is perfect,” Ben 
Rients, co-owner of Lyn 65, raved about 
Alarcon earlier this year. While Alarcon was 
still at Lyn 65, Rients had asked him if he

If there’s a common criticism leveled 
against Italian director Dario Argento, 
it’s that his films eschew logic. The 
assertion is accurate enough, but 
it wrongly assumes that Argento 
cares about representing the world 
in sensible terms. On the contrary, 
Argento’s vast filmography constitutes 
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a nightmarish alternate universe 
governed by sinister beings and 
supernatural forces. Just as nightmares 
resist rational interpretation, Argento’s 
films unnerve with disorienting 
cinematography, drenching the most 
harrowing of acts in ultra-saturated 
colors. In recognition of Argento’s 
lasting influence on giallo films 
(a term generally used to signify 
an Italian crime thriller), Trylon 
Cinema is offering a chilling weekend 
double-feature. The set is led by 
one of Argento’s most renowned 
works. Deep Red (1975), wherein 
a pianist, stumbling upon a grisly 
murder, must identify the killer before 
becoming a victim himself. Reacting 
to the senselessness of violence in 
the everyday world and its relation 
to the genre he helped popularize, 
Argento crafted Tenebre (1982), a 
twisted murder mystery involving an 
American novelist whose homicidal 
tales inspire a deranged serial killer.

Bad Times at the El Royale favors secrecy over story

A priest, a salesman, and a soul 
singer walk into a hotel. 

That’s the plot of the crime 
thriller Bad Times at the El 
Royale, and probably also the 
setup for a Las Vegas lounge joke. Maybe 
not a good joke, but at least it would have a 
punchline, unlike this surprisingly tedious, 
self-satisfied follow-up from Cabin in the 
Woods writer-director Drew Goddard. 

It’s clear early on that the priest (Jeff 
Bridges) isn’t a priest, the salesman (Jon 
Hamm) isn’t a salesman, and the soul singer 
(Cynthia Erivo)—well, she does in fact 
have a fabulous voice. 

The only thing this disparate crew has 
in common is their secrets. They con¬ 
verge in a dilapidated hotel split along 
the California-Nevada border, operated 
by a furtive manager (Lewis Pullman) 
who’s hiding something as well. They’re 
joined by a femme fatale (Dakota Johnson) 
who’s keeping a girl (Cailee Spaeny) tied 
to a chair in her room, for reasons that, 
true to form, remain obscure. 

It’s nearly impossible to talk about Bad 
Times at the El Royale and not invoke the 


name Tarantino. The film owes obvious 
debts to Pulp Eiction, with its scrambled 
chronology, its ensemble cast of tweaked 
genre archetypes, and its loosely intercon¬ 
nected stories. 

But the comparison isn’t Battering. Bad 
Times at the El Royale is so enamored with 
its characters’ clandestine blankness that it 
fails to give the viewer anyone or an 5 Thing 
to root for. There’s no shortage of plot, but 
there’s also not much in the way of story. 
The individual segments lack urgency, with 
little musicality to the dialogue, despite 
the best efforts of a game cast. The talk 
here is more mannered than stylized. 

Goddard’s favored theme is facades. 
In the delightful (but divisive) Cabin in 
the Woods, a story of doomed students on 
vacation, steeped in horror movie con¬ 
ventions, is refracted through the eyes 
of a group of scientists manipulating the 
whole cliched scenario for their own dark 
purpose. The movie’s defining image is an 
enormous wall of famous movie monsters 
standing in their own little symbolic glass 
viewing cages. 

Here again inBad Times at the El Royale 
Goddard presents screens within screens. 
In the first act it’s revealed that the hotel

is rigged with a series of secret passage¬ 
ways that allow those in the know to spy 
on guests through two-way mirrors. The 
widescreen view to each room is laid out 
in perfectly symmetric rows, like TVs in 
a sports bar tuned to different channels. 

So much self-awareness has its limits. 
The glib irony detaches the characters 
from any discernible humanity. They’re 
abstracted into cogs for a meticulously 
constructed plot with no sense of purpose 
beyond its own intricacy. At nearly two 
and a half hours of running time, clever- 
but-not-clever-enough gags become an 
endurance test. 

By the time Chris Hemsworth shows up 
in earnest, over an hour and a half into a 
movie whose protagonist remains unclear, 
you can be excused for not caring why 
he’s even there. 

Bad Times at the El Royale is kooky 
enough to have cult appeal for those who 
admire the fussiness of its construction. 
But just because you’re in on a joke doesn’t 
make it funny. 03

A teen grows up in the ICE age

he titular phrase “I come from 
Arizona” is what Gabi’s par¬ 
ents tell her to say whenever 
anyone asks about her back¬ 
ground. There’s much more 
to the family history, but Gabi’s parents 
have been avoiding that conversation with 
their daughter. They can’t keep the secret 
forever. 

The Children’s Theatre Company is now 
staging the world premiere of pla 3 rwright 
Carlos Murillo’s urgent story about a Mex- 
ican-American teenager coming of age in 
terrifying times. Murillo conducted exten¬ 
sive research in the Chicago community 
where I Come from Arizona is set, and the 
result is a script that squarely addresses the 
realities facing families like Gabi’s in 2018. 

As the play opens, Gabi (Ayssette Munoz) 
finds her papi (Ricardo Vazquez) leaving 
on a trip. He’s going to visit his own dying 
father, but Gabi and her younger brother, 
Jesus (Luca La Hoz Calassara), get mixed 
messages regarding their grandfather’s 
exact location. 

Their father’s absence forces their mother 
(Nora Montanez) to work extra hours, leav¬ 
ing Gabi tasked with caring for her brother. 

The stresses continue to pile up when 
Gabi gets to school, where she’s forced to 
debate her white classmate Fiona (Madi¬ 
son Neal) over the merits of our would-be 
border wall. Their peer Ricardo (Antonio 
De La Vega) is awkwardly enthusiastic in 
befriending Gabi, but he can’t help with 
her toughest assignment: getting her mom 
to talk about the family’s origins. 


It’s a tough situation, and director Lisa 
Fortes amps up the tension in a pair of ter¬ 
rifying, surreal fantasy sequences playing on 
Jesus’ confused fears about the “ICE cream” 
truck. The anxiety-ridden production is a 
two-hour cry of pain and frustration at an 
immigration policy that threatens families 
like Gabi’s with separation or worse. A sup¬ 
portive neighbor (Sha Cage) assures Gabi 
that a human being can’t be illegal, but she 
can’t honestly tell Gabi her parents’ fears 
are unfounded. 

Middle-graders and tweens will find it 
easy to understand Gabi’s challenges, which 
are clearly drawn although they address 
complex issues. Murillo has a nice ear for 
the logic of a kid like Jesus, who’s constantly 
asking his sister to make pinky-promises 
she knows she’ll have a hard time keeping. 
The dialogue flows between English and 
Spanish in a manner that communicates 
similar meaning in both languages; it’s a 
nice alternative to subtitles. 

Although there are moments of humor, 
I Come From Arizona focuses squarely on 

the darkly

Do I have to quit my sex 
club now that one of my 
employees joined?

I realize 
he has every right to attend Jacks, as much 
right as me, but I wish he weren’t there. I 
want to continue attending Jacks, but what 
if he’s there again?

JUST A COCK KRAVING SAFEY 

"I hate to say it, but now that JACKS 
knows his employee attends these events, 
he really has to stop going,” said Alison 
Green, the management consultant behind 
the popular Ask a Manager advice column 
(askamanager.org) and the author of Ask 
a Manager:How to Navigate Clueless Col¬ 
leagues, Lunch-Stealing Bosses, and the 
Rest of Your Life at Work. 

And why do you have to stop going to 
your beloved JO club? 

‘ Jn an emplo5mient relationship where 
he’s in a position of power,” said Green, 
“JACKS has a responsibility to avoid 
any remotely sexual situation with an 
employee.” 

Green also strongly advises against pull¬ 
ing your employee aside and working out 
some sort of shared custody agreement—you 
get Jacks to yourself every other week— 
because initiating a conversation with a 
subordinate about when and where he likes 
to jack off would be a bad idea. She also 
doesn’t think you can just keep going in the 
hopes that your employee won’t be back. 

“If he continues to attend and it got back 
to anyone at their workplace, it would be

really damaging to his reputation—not 
the fact that he was at the event to begin 
with, but the fact that he continued to 
attend knowing an employee was also 
participating,” said Green.

It seems crazy unfair to me that you 
should have to stop going to parties you 
not only enjoy, JACKS, but that have aided in 
your recovery. And Green agrees it isn’t fair, 
butwith great power (management) comes 
great responsibility (avoiding places where 
your employees are known to jack ofQ. 

“I’m hoping it’s possible for JACKS 
to find a different club in a neighboring 
town,” said Green. “Or he could start his 
own club and offer a safe haven for other 
managers hiding out from potential run- 
ins with employees—Jacks for Middle 
Managers or something!” 

While I had Green’s attention, I asked 
her about other sorts of gay social events 
that might toss a manager and an employee 
into a sexual context. 

“Public events are different from pri¬ 
vate clubs,” said Green. “A private club 
is more intimate, and a public event is, 
well, public. And it’s not reasonable or 
practical to expect managers to entirely 
curtail their social lives or never attend 
a public event. But a private club that’s 
organized specifically and primarily for 
sexual activity is in a different category.” 

I’m going to give myself the last word 
here: You’ve been attending that JO club 
for months and saw your employee there 
only once, JACKS, so I think you can risk 
going back at least one more time. I would 
hate to see you deprived of release (and see 
your recovery setback!) if your employee 
was there only that one time.
